growth higher stages consciousness for every existing condi- 
tion humanity its infinitely varied stages present devel- 
opment; deep enough continue the vital principle 
that must guide mankind its advances through clearer insights 
and grander achievements higher and higher conditions its 
definite and conscious growth toward the infinite. 

centred his system the processes which 
man triumphs, and triumphing rises wider freedom and 
greater power. The nature the proper enrichment mind and 
the perfect unfolding the spiritual life should vary the train- 
ing different races and conditions men they exist pres- 
ent; and they must change man his future 
evolution attains conditions higher intellectual and moral 
possibilities: but the laws inward and outward and upward 
growth harmony with progressively unfolding 
life, will remain. shall see new applications these laws, 
and gain clearer revelations their but Froebel 
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fully based his laws training the conditions 
that they naturally adapt themselves the highest possible degree 
human development. 

Froebel’s laws are not yet fully understood. They have been 
misrepresented some whose partial comprehension has 
very imperfect interpretation, and occasional pedagogical psy- 
chologist has attacked the misinterpretation instead carefully 
investigating for himself; yet the most notable fact the nine- 
teenth century, which the busy months brought the progress 
former years, and each fateful year was enriched advancement 
greater than that bygone centuries, the extraordinary growth 
the kindergarten. This growth has been remarkable not only 
account its almost universal adoption the true foundation 
for the complete development individual and social power, but 
because the general recognition its underlying principles 
the new methods teaching schools, colleges 

thirty years the kindergarten ideal has been evolving 
America, through the darkness struggle the light triumph. 
During that time the philosophy Froebel has wrought many 
notable changes. 

has revolutionized many educational aims and methods, and 
has revealed many new and more comprehensive ideals that now 
uplift and direct educational thought. 

has changed educational aims from mind-storing character 
development: from the giving mere culture the enlargement 


power; from the communication knowledge the defining 


and unfolding selfhood; from receptivity the part the 
child reflection, and ultimately executive from respon- 
sive activity from imitation from copy- 
ing invention from expression from instruc- 
tion investigation; from investigation productiveness from 
repetition and reproduction ideals originality; from partial 
complete intellectual development from the separate training the 
physical, the intellectual, and the moral their development 
interrelated unity; from the use objects teachers cultivate 
faculty power, their use the children reveal and develop 
individuality from doing good the child, the accomplishment 
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higher good through the child; from culture making the 
outer inner, enrichment and unfolding making the inner 
from interest aroused the teacher the natural self- 
active interest the child; from narrow individualism 
broad and stimulating conception the highest and most practical 
ideal community. 

has changed the ideals and practices child discipline from 
restriction from negation from prohibi- 
tion suggestiveness; from don’ting doing; from dogmatism 
has changed the attitude adulthood childhood 
ference reverence; from searching for its depravity recogni- 
tion its from presumptuous interference considerate 
provision for its achievement its own plans; from the most des- 
picable all kinds tyranny respectful partnership which 
the child the active, planning, operating, constructing partner, 
and which the adult the provider the necessary materials 
and gives advice and assistance only when requested so. 

has transformed methods teaching during the thirty years 
from mere telling facts principles the teacher and memor- 
izing words the pupils, self-activity the pupils; from 
looking diagrams, charts, maps, ete., their construction from 
looking single object exhibited the teacher independent 
examination and investigation objects each pupil; from 
watching experiments science making and from 
activity response the teacher’s suggestion 
direction, self-activity working out original plans the high- 
est possible law method. 

has revealed, more its objective representation psycho- 
logical methods and ideals actual operation than theoretical 
exposition its principles, the fundamental 
ples the great central elements the most progressive modern 
education. has substituted educative manual training for eco- 
nomic manual training, and doing has increased the economic 
value the training. has provided truly educative manual 
training for all children and not select few the older pupils; 


and has given manual training young children, when has 
most developing power for both hand, and mind, and character, 
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instead confining older children, when least effective 
educational agency. 

has shown the educational value play developing not 
only the physical, but the intellectual and moral powers. has 
aroused widespread interest the study Nature, although 
Froebel’s aims and methods connection with Nature are not yet 
generally understood. His purpose was not mere fact teaching 
regard interesting departments the operations Nature. 
His aim was higher than independent investigation 
tion the pupils. hoped bring every child into loving 
relationship with Nature order produce deep and lasting and 
productively purifying effects their emotional natures. 
purpose was influence feeling rather than intellect part 
intellect bringing the child into contact with Nature 
misleading title for department Nature work 
Froebel. 

Such have been some the achievements the Froebelian 
philosophy revealed the kindergarten during the past thirty 
years. What should its next lines development 
future 

women. The superintendents and teachers all schools should 
made conscious the great fundamental Froebelian principles 
underlying the best operative work their schools. The kinder- 
garten philosophy not philosophy for woman alone. great 
philosophy can restricted any sex limitations. This 
especially true philosophy relating child development. Unity 
the best elements the characteristics both sexes essential 
the highest achievement every department 
tion. surely true the unfolding and complete nurture 
human character. 

quite correct that the kindergarten methods and their un- 
derlying philosophy have special message for womanhood the 
school and the home, but they have also many messages for 
men both school and home. They have transforming power 
both teaching processes and disciplinary practices. 

But men should study the Kindergarten philosophy more 


thoroughly order give broader interpretation. The view 
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the male mind necessary, that unity with the view the 
female mind may help evolve the true, because the compre- 
hensive view. 

Froebel’s philosophy should made part the course 
study the universities. Education and life should related 
more fully the universities. disciplinary organization 
dents, and the utilization student energy social force, will 
some day adjusted harmony with the principles the Froe- 
belian wrote philosophy for the university 
well for the kindergarten. His name has been associated 
with the kindergarten alone, because was its founder, but 
great constructive educator for years before founded the 
kindergarten. wrote the twelve years 
before opened his first kindergarten. 

Graduates from universities are certain among the leaders 
the true work therefore most important that they, 
both male and female graduates, should have high 
ideals life and the broadest philosophy underlying the true 
development childhood and youth. There are subjects now 
the courses study for which the kindergarten 
philosophy would make excellent substitute. 

After thirty years study and individual investigation the 
philosophy and practice the kindergarten, time for 
statement the results the experiences the 
leading kindergartners. This does not mean reform Froe- 
bel’s principles. should studied more and more carefully. 

Broadly speaking, Froebel founded the kindergarten give 
the child the best possible opportunities for scientifically planned 
series experiences during the years preceding the period 
conscious study that its intellectual and emotional life might 
filled with true apperceptive centres. Without these apperceptive 


centres real developnent moral intellectual power 


sible. This truth was clearly recognized others far 
relates intellectual culture. revealed the 
principle, that equally true the emotional nature basis 
ethical culture and soul growth. 
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The work and experiences the kindergarten are not chiefly 
valuable for their visible products, but for the centres true feel- 
ing and true thinking which they stir life the children, and 
which all future character development and intellectual culture 
must related order that they may become vifally productive 
their ever widening lives. These apperceptive centres, natu- 
rally defined the child’s experiences the kindergarten, and 
not any formal process adult interference dogmatic teach- 
ing, decide the child’s attitude toward life. 

The development his apperceiving intellectual centres deter- 
mines whether the child will pass through life deaf and blind 
the wonders, and opportunities, and beautiful things which 
surrounded, hear and see them, and take them into his being 
essential elements happiness and power. 

The development true apperceiving centres feeling 
propelling tendency love truly and hate truly the stirring 
emotional life into definite executive attitude towards those 
things that are pure, and noble, and unselfish, and generous, and 
inclusive others, and against all that impure, and base, and 
selfish, and narrow, and exclusive, the most essential depart- 
ment child’s training. has most influence deciding the 
direction which the child will take life, and the bat- 
tery power character which will keep him going 
There are millions character engines whose heads are turned 
the right direction, which have not self-generative power keep 
them motion, barely enough move themselves; they should 
have power many kinds work not only for their possessors 
but for the race. Feeling the battery power character, and 
the true development feeling the highest importance. 

Froebel was wise therefore system 
education for little children, which does not leave chance the 
establishment apperceiving centres feeling and thought 
the lives the little ones, since upon the nature and extent 
these centres depends the possibility their 
knowledge, and power, and character. 

The time has surely come, when the most experienced kinder- 
gartners association with the wisest and most sympathetic 
professors psychology those whose messages have vitality

authoritative and comprehensive book the lines indicated 
would for the present needs kindergarteners and teachers 
invaluable contribution practical pedagogy. too much 
expect the brightest young kindergartners, even the wisest 
experienced kindergartners working independently con- 
scious the whole range desirable elements, that should 
started energetic life the feeling and intellect child, 
basis for the fullest possible growth power intellectual and 
moral achievement. conscious revelations that have come 
all progressive workers should collected and systematically 
classified. various plans for defining the different apperceiv- 
ing centres, and for defining them harmony with the central self- 
hood each child, should given clearly even the songs and 
stories, and occupations, that have been found most effective. 

The epochs child unfolding during the kindergarten period 
should carefully outlined, and the order which the apper- 
ceiving centres feeling and thought should developed the 
awakening life should given, far experience can crys- 
talized into accepted principles. 

The gradual awakening kindergartners consciousness 
the need such outline manifested the increasing desire 
for detailed programme for the work the kindergartens 
throughout the year. The fact that the adoption general pro- 
gramme advocated some the ablest kindergarten leaders, 
sufficient proof that the movement not the result clamor 
for guidance those who are too weak too indolent help 
themselves. Nor can the movement attributed the desire 
few strong minds dominate the work kindergartners gener- 
ally. the result general awakening the stimulating 
consciousness, that evolutionary epoch has been 
evidences the proper desire scientifically define the revelations 
the first great experimental era kindergarten development, 
solid basis for higher work. 
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does not seem possible, that the uniform programme can 
accepted satisfactory method meeting the needs kinder- 
gartners for more specific guidance the best light wise ex- 
periences. detailed programme unnecessarily restrictive 
individual effort. 

One Froebel’s most far-reaching explanations universal law 
his application the “law liberty,” liberty under and 
unwise conception spontaneity leads caprice, 
and indefiniteness, and irregularity, and lack essential unity. 
unwise conception the function law leads deadening 
uniformity, and lack vital interest, and the dwarfing 
hood, and the restriction individual effort the execution 
the plans others, and the destruction the supreme tendency 
originate, and discover, and transform conditions. 
mony between law and liberty, between control be- 
tween direction and spontaneity the true ideal. 

specific programme too directive, too assertive law. 
Law should instructively directive, rather than constructively 
directively. should suggestively and inspiringly directive, 
and not dogmatically directive. philosophy always aims 
develop the individual law. aimed lift the 
that ultimately all law should directive the highest sense. 

Whatever general law given the kindergartners, should 
stimulate them better and more complete 
The intelligent enthusiasm kindergartner her work depends 
the amount her personal life she has put into planning and 
preparing for it. 

The kindergartners need all the guidance that can 
the leaders whose study and observant experience for twenty 
thirty years qualities them give The counsel should 
given detail and form. The elements feeling 
and intellectual power, that should stirred life and 
during the first year, should 
that should defined and developed during the second year. 
The logical order which they should aroused should given, 
considering the child and the changing conditions his seasonal 
environment from month month. The songs, stories, occupa+ 


tions, and processes that have been found best adapted the

The unit measure known (familiar) quantity adopted 
the standard for measuring all quantities the same kind. 

With reference mensurability there are two distinct kinds 
quantity. 

quantity which consists group approximately like 
individuals called discreet quantity.

requires considerable mental effort count group widely dis- 
similar individuals, g., men, horses and birds; and the mind 
stoutly refuses accept the result such counting adeq uate 
measure the whole. The unit discreet quantity member 

quantity which not separated into parts called 
continuous quantity. attempting measure such quantity, 
there unit indicated natural (or artificial) divisions, and 
are therefore put the necessity devising our own standard.

Time units are marked periodic changes. The day 
time which the earth rotates its axis, entailing regular suc- 
cession phenomena. The year the time marked the motion 
the earth about the apparent motion the sun north 
and south the equator gives rise fairly well marked intervals 
called the seasons. These units time are observed not only 
man, but also the beasts the fields and the fowls the air. 
The month determined the career the moon, the name 
clearly indicates. can again appeal the unconscious evi- 
dence language show that time units were the 
moon which rules night well the sun which rules 
day. old English word fortnight (fourteen nights) forei- 
ble reminder that the time required the moon pass between 
its extreme phases was once used basis reckoning.

The origin denominate units should not without peda- 
gogical suggestiveness.

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LICHENS. 
WILLIAM WHITMAN BAILEY, BROWN UNIVERSITY, PROVIDENCE, R. I. 


ICHENS are especially interesting plants from seyeral points 
view. the first place, historically they claim our 
attention they back the earliest dawn life. 
appear also, have served, speak, sort intermediary 
between the sea and the well known tliat the earliest 
vegetation, the form algae, was confined the sea. Even 
now appears difficult for plants throw off these prehistoric 
habits. all cryptogams least, such ferns, mosses, horse- 
tails, liverworts and ground pines, water still some way 
essential reproduction. 

not know just how fungi arose the first place, but 
naturally consider that those dense, damp, gloomy primeval forests 
offered most favorable conditions for them flourish. 

Lichens, too, used considered units like mosses ferns, 
leading their own individual and peculiar life. Now believed 
all but conservative remnant even specialists, that lichens 
have dual complex existence, half fungus, half other 
words, fungus becomes way, parasitic seaweed and 
henceforth commensal life ensues where each profits the 
other, and where both would die from fatal wound either. 

But, interesting are these scientifit facts, may this 
place discuss them, and our object after all rather direct 
attention the these humble plants. They appear 
Nature’s pioneers prepare the way for more highly organ- 
ized plants. Found incrustations rocks carpeting the 
soil, attached living dead wood, they aid disintegrating 
these media, thus making them available higher grades 
plants. These, turn, their decay produce humus, and 
this, finally grows the superior vegetation, shrubs, herbs, trees. 

Lichens again, present long and beautiful range colors, from 
the intense scarlet knobs some cladonias, tipping their silvery 
fronds, through intense orange, sulphur yellow, chrome, greenish 
yellow olive. Nothing can lovelier than their silvery greys. 
Some crusty forms rocks, resemble over-fried potatoes. One, 
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imitates the so-called Spanish moss the South, and droops 
long trails from 
Like banners that hang walls ancient 

Then, too, very quaint and delicate are the various cups, chalices, 
amphora, fairy drinking vessels, presented these plants. How 
soon they cover any wound deformity Nature, smoothing off 
sharp angles, toning down harsh colors, restoring beauty 

This seems one their essential functions, hide all blemishes. 
Even the too confident epitaph monument tombstone, 
time obliterated. Here the humble must suffer with the proud. 
Finally, unless restored the chisel some Old Mortality, every 
record obscured. all, but the “old record changing, 
giving place new.” perhaps, perpetuated these 
kindly living letters, than the harsh, rectilinear, overdrawn, 
unworthy characters our kind!

HATEVER may the attitude the literary student 

who devotes himself with any degree seriousness 

the study English, whether critic, teacher writer, 

soon convinced that there exists this, more than any other 

branch learning, the need systematic, tangible, 

defined course instruction our secondary institu- 
tions. 

The earnest student finds himself bewildered the very mag- 
nitude his subject, and longs for the guidance master mind 
which able view the field one harmonious whole, reduce 
system general principles, and assign the individual intel- 
lect that part best suited its own expansion. Neither this 
“vague and shadowy ideal” beyond the attainment human 
power. certainly one which can approached those who 
have broad knowledge the subject literature all its 
phases, and who the same time make every endeavor know 
the needs and workings the individual mind with which they 
have other field pedagogy there more cogent 
demand for the true psychologist. 

feel that yet the problem with all its varied complications 
has been but partially solved, even our best colleges 
versities, and that the training which they have hitherto afforded 
has not enabled the student with minimum expenditure time 
and energy express himself the very best possible English; 
nor does usually arouse within him those high ideals and 
tastes which should the outgrowth all true literary 
study. This does not appear strange when remember that 
within very recent years such eminent educators Collins, 
Oxford, and Beers, Yale, could refer the study English 
literature our universities being “too limp stand upon 
its own feet without the stiffening vague, intan- 
gible not admitting scientific method.” 

was with something this same “vague striving after 
shadowy nothing,” that eminent professor one our well- 
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known eastern colleges conducted the English courses for which 
the writer had one time registered. his cold and calculating

The real worth this sort teaching certainly meager

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FOREIGN NOTES. 
COMMERCIAL EDUCATION, 


The latest report the Bureau Education comprises several brief 
articles education taken from consular reports. these special 
prominence given commercial education different foreign coun- 
tries. The part played merchant companies fostering this interest 
particularly noticeable. Recently the Edinburgh Merchant Company 
and Chamber Commerce and the Leith Chamber Commerce remit- 
ted toa joint sub-committee the consideration how the present system 
needs business men, with power take such action they might 
deem proper support the movement for rendering 
struction more efficient and extended. The committee has just issued 
explained the first few pages what steps were taken 
procure information. Forty-three witnesses were examined, includ- 
ing prominent educators and representative men affairs, and the 
course the investigation the committee collected printed matter relat- 
ing the subject, consisting productions the witnesses, prospec- 
tuses, etc., schools, and official reports commercial 
certain continental countries and the United States. 

The main conclusions formulated the committee are follows 

commercial subjects properly called should not taught 
the public schools, but that the study arithmetic, history, and 
geography should have commercial application; the aim 
school course should give sound general education fitting pupils 
for entering commercial career.
